55 was and il is Engaged againſt the French Ring, did by P2oclama- 
tion, bearing Date the Th and twentleth Day of May laſt, Appoint 
Sar General Faſt to be kept thzonghont this Kingdom, foꝛ Pmplozing the 
Ads 3 Bleſſing and Protection ok Almighty God in the Pzeſervation of His 
een MPajeſtics Dacred Perſon, and P2oſperity of His Arms both at Land 
and Sea, which bath been obſerved accozdingly: And fozaſmuch as it 
AH e hath pleaſed Almighty God (ok his infinite Goodneſs ) in Anſwer to the 
Þzayers humbly and devoutly Offered up to him, to G2ant to the Foꝛ⸗ 
8 8 ces of His Pajeſty, and His Allies, ſo great Succels in Taking the 
Re Town and Caſtle of Namur, and to Pzotect His Majeſties Sacred per- 
5 AY fon from the many Dangers to Which He was fo frequentty Expoſed 
during that Siege. We therefoze Adozing the Divine Goodneſs, and duly Conſidering that ſuch 
Gear and Publick Bleſſings, do call foz Publick and Solemn Acknowledginents, Have thought 
fit, aud by the Advice of His Pajeſties moſt Honourable P2ivy Council, do hereby Appoint and Com- 
mand, That a General Thankſgiving to Almighty God foz theſe his Mercies be Obſerved thzough- 
out the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and elſewhere within the Werkly Wills of Moꝛtality, on 
Sunday the Eighth day of September nert, and in all other Places thzoughout this Kingdom of Eng- 
land, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, on Sunday the Two and twentteth day 
of September next. And ko the better and moze ozderly Solemnizing the ſame, ae have given Di- 
rections to the _ Reverend the Biſhops of this Kingdom, to Compoſe a Fozm of Pzayer ſuit- 
able to this Occaſion, to be Uſed in all Churches and Chappels, and other plates of Publick 7moz- 
(hip, and to take Care foz the timely Diſperſing of the ſame thzonghout their reſpective Dioceſles, 
And We do ſtrictly Charge and Command, That the laid Publick Days of Thankſgiving be Re- 
ligiouſly Obſerved by all his Pajeſties Loving Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty 
God, and upon Pain of Suffering ſuch Puniſhment as His Pajeſty can juſtly inflict upon all ſuch 
who ſhall Contemn oz Neglect the ſame. |
